Homecoming  Cancelled 
As  Town-School  Mourn 
Deaths  of  Team  Members 


SAN  LUIS  OBISPO,  Calif.,  (UPI) — An  overflow  crowd 
of  4,000  students  and  townspeople,  many  of  them  crying, 
attended  memorial  services  in  the  Cal  Poly  Gymnasium  to- 
day honoring  members  of  the  football  team  killed  in  an  air 
crash. 

The  services  were  brief,  including  short  prayers  by  a 
Protestant  and  Roman  Catholic,  and  singing  of  the  Lord’s 
Prayer  and  a moment  of  silence. 

Sobs  echoed  through  the  high  ceiling  building  during 
the  period  of  meditation. 

“AS  WE  ARE  gathered  here  to  offer  prayer  to  those 
who  lost  their  lives  in  this  tragic  plane  crash,  let  us  not 
forget  to  offer  our  prayers  to  those  still  in  the  hospital,’^ 
said  college  vice  president  Robert  Kennedy  in  opening  the 


Speaker  Notes 
Liberty  Loss 
To  Labor  Unions 

Constitutional  freedom  in  the 
United  States  is  in  danger  of 
being  curbed  if  a Democratic 
administration  is  elected  in  No- 
vember, said  a Republican  poli- 
tician. 

Rep.  Henry  Aldous  Dixon  (R.- 
Utah)  warned  his  Monday  Forum 
audience  that  if  the  Democrats 
are  elected  Constitutional  safe- 
guards will  be  broken  down  by 
the  concentration  of  power  in  a 
few  hands. 

The  speaker  represented  the 
Republican  party  in  the  assem- 
bly, balancing  the  time  given 
two  weeks  ago  to  Edward  (Ted) 
Kennedy,  brother  of  the  Demo- 
cratic presidential  hopeful. 

Rep.  Dixon  called  “the  east- 
ern laljor  bosses”  . . . “the  na- 
tion’s greatest  pressure  group.” 

“A  big  tough-looking  animal 
— with  foam  rubber  teeth,”  was 
his  description  of  the  Kennedy- 
Ives  labor  bill. 

He  charged  that  labor  unions 
exert  dangerous  pressure  be- 
cause they  are  allowed  to  con- 
tribute, through  the  Committee 
on  Political  Education,  to  can- 
didate’s campaign  funds. 

“One  more  election  like  1958 
and  I don’t  need  to  tell  you  who 
will  be  running  the  country — 
and  it  won’t  be  the  people.” 

The  speaker  also  denounced 
the  Democratic  liberals  in  Con- 
gress, charging  that  “each  one 
i of  their  promises  brings  a lack 
I of  freedom.”

The  crash  claimed  22 
lives,  with  26  people  getting  out, 

THE  SHOCKED  college  and 
the  bereaved  town — they  grew 
up  together — made  plans  for  the 
memorial  yesterday  after  can- 
celing Homecoming  celebrations 
that  were  scheduled  for  this 
weekend. 

At  first,  college  officials 
thought  they  would  have  the 
services  instead  of  Homecoming, 
but  changed  their  minds  “be- 
cause Homecoming  is  usually  a 
time  of  laughter,  fun,  and  fond 
memories.” 

The  mayor  of  this  coastal 
town  of  20,000,  Fred  M.  Waters, 
proclaimed  the  whole  week  a 
time  of  sorrow  and  asked  that 
all  flags  be  flown  at  half  mast. 

IN  THE  4,700  member  stu- 
dent body,  stories  of  personal 
tragedy  unfolded  rapidly  as  the 
news  of  the  crash  spread  through 
the  town. 

A girl  had  bought  her  wed- 
ding dress  for  her  marriage  to 
one  of  the  dead  players — the 
now  widowed  mother  of  four 
took  the  death  of  her  husband 
calmly — premonitions  of  the 
tragedy  became  more  and  more 
known — the  team  captain  missed 
the  bus  taking  the  squad  to  the 
plane,  but  managed  to  catch  a 
ride — pictures  of  an  air  crash 
pasted  on  a player’s  locker  in 
jest  proved  an  ironic  forecast  of 
his  death  . . .

Iranian  Dignitaries  Tour 
BYU  Campus,  Facilities 


Yesterday  afternoon  His  Ex- 
cellency, Mahmoud  Mehran,  for- 
mer Minister  ■ of  Education  for 
Iran,  toured  the  Brigham  Young  j 
University  campus  and  investi- 
gated the  educational  facilities. 
He  was  accompanied  by  Dr. 
Touran  Aalam,  head  of  the 
Teacher  Training  Department  in 
Iran,  and  Fereydoon  Ansari,  the 
escort-interpreter  provided  by 
the  tJ.  S.  State  Department. 

Since  the  22nd  of  September 
His  Excellency  and  Madam  Aal- 
am, who  acts  as  unofficial  escort 
and  interpreter,  have  been  con- 
ducting a two-month  study  and 
survey  of  educational  institutions 
throughout  the  United  States. 
This  study  includes  kindergarten 
through  graduate  schools.  Vari- 
ous agricultural  and  vocational 
schools,  as  well  as  schools  for 


the  handicapped,  museums,  and 
libraries,  have  also  been  visited. 
. By  means  of  this  study,  they 
I hope  to  gain  ideas  and  techniques 
I for  improving  the  Iranian  educa- 
tional system. 

When  asked  his  opinion  con- 
cerning the  American  education- 
al system,  His  Excellency  re- 
plied, “I  have  been  most  im- 
pressed with  the  close  relation- 
ship existing  among  business,  in- 
dustry, government  and  the 
schools.” 

“The  reasons  for  visiting  the 
BYU  campus  are  two  fold,’’  said 
Mrs.  Aalam.  “We  had  heard  of 
the  beautiful  campus  and  excel- 
lent facilities  at  BYU  and  desired 
to  see  them.  Also  many  tech- 
nicians and  advisors  have  rep- 
resented BYU  on  the  Point  Four 
Program  in  Iran,  and  we  wanted 
to  renew  acquaintances.”

■ We’ve  been  interested  in  the  recent  con- 
troversy carried  on  in  the  Safety  Valve  con- 
cerning saving  tickets  and  reserving  seats 
for  studentbody  officers.  There  are  a number 
of  questions  concerning  this  matter  that  we  d 
like  answered  before  we  form  our  opinions  or 
pass  judgment. 

FIRST,  how  many  people  actually  have 
received  these  tickets  and  reserved  seats, 
and  how  is  the  distinction  made  in  passing 
them  out? 

SECOND,  how  many  tickets  do  each  of 
these  persons  receive,  and  what  is  the  total 
number  given  out  for  each  function?  If  each 
officer  and  committee-member  receives  four 
to  six  of  the  best  tickets,  as  we’ve  heard  they 
do,  we  feel  that  this  is  unjust. 

THIRD,  is  this  practice  general  for  all 
school  functions? 

FOURTH,  who  is  in  charge  of  obtaining 
and  distributing  these  tickets?  What  pro- 
cedure is  followed  in  the  distribution?

We  would  appreciate  it  if  someone  better  in- 
formed concerning  student  affairs  than  our- 
selves would  answer  these  questions  in  this 
column  for  the  benefit  of  the  studentbody.

...And  ASBYU  President  Answers 


Dear  Editor: 

Due  to  the  inquiries  as  to  the  distribution 
of  tickets  to  studentbody  officers,  I feel  that 
the  following  explanation  is  in  order. 

The  studentbody  president  is  directly  re- 
sponsible for  the  procurement  and  distribu- 
tion of  tickets  for  studentbody  officers  and 
guests.  He  has  designated  his  executive  rep- 
resentative to  handle  this  matter  for  him. 

It  has  been  the  practice  for  the  past  4 
or  5 years  for  the  studentbody  president  to 
request  a certain  number  of  tickets  for  each 
athletic  event. 

There  are  no  rules  concerning  this  in  the 
ASBYU  Constitution ; therefore,  it  is  option- 
al each  year  as  to  the  policy  that  is  estab- 
lished. 

As  in  past  years  ,the  following  receive  a 
ticket  for  themselves  and  a partner:  the 
Executive  Council,  the  Cabinet  and  Pep 
■Committee  members.  The  band  and  Cougar- 
ettes  or  other  groups  that  are  performing 
at  half-time  are  admitted  to  their  sections 
as  a group. 

P.easons  for  obtaining  tickets  prior  to  the 
athletic  event  are  as  follows:  The  groups 
that  perform  at  half-time  should  be  located 
together  in  an  accessible  area  to  the  playing 
floor  to  facilitate  their  performance;  the 
.members  of  the  Pep  Committed  are  used 
throughout  the  game  and  at  half-time  to 
assist  in  pep  activities,  therefore  it  is  felt 
that  there  should  be  seats  near  the  playing 
floor  or  field  for  their  use. 

As  to  the  members  of  the  Executir'e 
Council  and  Cabinet,  tickets  are  given  to 
them  due  to  the  fact  that  very  often  they 
are  engaged  in  studentbody  activities  prior 
to  the  game.  This  would  not  permit  them  to 
stand  in  line  with  the  other  students  to  ob- 
tain tickets. 

Very  often  visiting  studentbody  officers 
from  the  competing  school  are  on  our  cam- 
pus prior  to  the  athletic  event,  and  our  of- 
ficers are  engaged  in  activities  with  them. 

Since  there  are  eight  members  of  the  Ex- 
ecutive Council,  and  12  members  of  the  pres- 
ident’s cabinet,  this  is  the  number  of  tickets 
distributed  to  studentbody  officers,  with 
partners,  in  addition  to  official  guests  of  the 
studentbody. 

In  a recent  article  in  the  Safety  Valve, 


‘Rise  and  Shout’ 


reference  is  made  to  tickets  distributed  as  a 
“reward  for  hard  work.”  I would  like  to  clar- 
ify this  situation  and  state  that  no  tickets 
are  given  as  a result  of  hard  work  for  the 
studentbody.  It  would  be  impossible  to  draw 
a line  between  those  who  desei’ve  tickets  and 
those  who  do  not.  I personally  feel  that  the 
reward  for  service  to  the  studentbody  is  re- 
ceived in  the  development  and  growth  ob- 
tained in  this  service. 

Tickets  for  football  games  for  the  stu- 
dent officers  and  guests  are  located  in  Sec 
tion  D or  E between  row's  17  and  22.  For  the 
band  and  half-time  performers  with  pep  com- 
mittee, the  seats  are  located  from  rows  1 to 
10  in  approximately  the  same  section.  For 
basketball  games  the  seats  for  student  offi- 
cers and  guests,  Pep  Committee  members, 
and  half-time  performers  are  located  in  the 
center  student  section  between  rows  one  and 
15. 

I might  add  also  that  the  ticket  policy 
as  described  applies  only  to  athletic  events 
for  our  studentbody,  and  the  trend  is  not 
toward  giving  away  more  of  these  tickets. 

I have  discussed  the  ticket  policy  for  stu- 
dent officers  with  studentbody  presidents 
from  other  universities,  and  find  that  our 
policy  is  very  much  in  keeping  with  the  pol- 
icies of  other  universities,  to  cite  one  exam- 
ple, a studentbody^  president  with  a student- 
body  of  11,500  students  receives  a minimum 
of  100  guest  tickets  for  every  athletic  contest 
for  the  purpose  of  inviting  anyone  whom  he 
desires  in  order  to  better  public  relations  be- 
tween the  studentbody  and  various  groups 
such  as  Kiwanls,  Lions,  Pvotary,  church 
groups,  professional  businessmen,  organiza- 
tions, etc, 

I trust  that  the  ticket  policy  as  set  up  on 
our  campus  will  meet  with  the  approval  of 
the  students.  May  I reassure  each  student 
that  this  practice  will  not  be  abused.
